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ANNUAL REPORT of the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, 
for the Year 1862-G3.

W E, “ the Commissioners of Education in Ireland,” constituted by an Act of 
Parliament passed in the fifty-third year of the reign of his late Majesty 
King George the Third, and in obedience thereto, respectfully submit to your 
Excellency a General Report of the Proceedings of the Board since their last 
Report. 

The half-yearly Returns made to us by the Masters of the different Endowed 
Schools connected with our Board, but especially as regards ibe Royal Founda- 
tions, show that the course of Instruction afforded at them has become within 
tlieTast few years of a much more extensive and practically useful character than 
had been formerly considered as supplying a sufficient general education. 

The School of Enniskillen, which enjoys the largest Endowment, continues to 
he by far 'the most numerously attended of all the Royal Schools. The School 
premises there have been, at a very considerable outlay, enlarged, and put into a 
state of thorough and efficient repair. 

The Works in connexion with the improvements, under the superintendence 
of one of tho members of this Board, having been nearly completed, and tlio 
recent legal questions connected with tho School grounds having been brought 
to an amicable conclusion, wc have the satisfaction of reporting that this School 
now holds a very high position in public e.-timation. 

The Armagh Royal School shows no material change since our last Report, 
such us to call for any special remark to your Excellency. The number of 
pupils in attendance continues about the same. The School premises have been, 
by such outlay as Was reported to us to he necessary, kept in a substantial and 
satisfactory condition. The Executors of the late Lord Primate of Ireland having 
called upon us to repay 600 l., tho balance of a very large sum advanced by 
his Grace for tho carrying out extensive and valuable improvements at the 
Armagh School-house, we beg to report that wo have folt ourselves bound to 
undertake the payment of the COOL so munificently advanced on the mere 
promise of. repayment, as the funds of the School would permit. 
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At Dungannon Royal School, where a very considerable sum has been ex- 
pended in adapting the entire establishment to all the improvements of the 
present times, the attendance continues to be large ; and we have since our last 
Report repaid to the Master, in part liquidation of the large sum advanced by him 
for the extension and improvements which had been sanctioned by us, such sums 
as the state of the funds to the credit of this School warranted. 

The other Royal Schools do not present any features calling for a special 
Report to your Excellency, the average attendance of pupils varying very little 
within the last year, and the several School premises having been kept by us in 
a good and substantial state of repair. 

The subject of the Royal Scholarships founded by us, and which are o-ained 
solely as the results of an extended and searching competitive examination in 
classics, in science, in history, in English literature, and in Foreign, modern, 
languages, and which can be only retained by the holders’ success in obtaining 
certain high distinctions in the University during each year of their under- 
graduate course, has been in some of our former Reports referred to so much in 
detail, that we do not conceive it necessary at present more minutely to advert 
to it further than to state, that the elaborate Reports made to us by the Court of 
Examiners prove the great benefit conferred in an educational point of view by 
these highly-prized exhibitions. 

And we beg to call your Excellency’s attention to a Schedule, hereunto 
annexed, which sets forth the names of the several Royal Scholars, the amounts 
payable annually to each, and the Schools at which they have been respectively 
educated. 

The case of the dormant endowment for a School at CJogher having been 
brought under the notice of the law officers of the Crown, they have given their 
opinion that, although there are difficulties in the case, there does exist evidence 
to fix the Trusts for the School on certain lands now vested in the Eccle- 
siastical Commissioners ; and we beg to express a hope, that before our next 
Report some satisfactory arrangements for carrying out this Trust may have been 
arrived at. 

W e regret to be obliged to state to your Excellency that the condition of the 
peasant tenantry on the different estates which constitute the endowments of several 
Schools under our control, has, in consequence of successive bad harvests, occupied 
much of our attention, aud has added considerably to our difficulties in procuring 
the funds necessary for carrying out the trusts imposed on us. 

In connexion with the Estate of Cappaghloughlin (the endowment of the 
Navan aud Ballyroan Schools), we beg to report that the terms for settling the 
right to the tract of bog in dispute between Sir Charles Coote and this Board 
have been finally arranged, and that Surveyors have been employed for the 
carrying the agreement into execution. And we further beg to state that, not- 
withstanding the great obstacles thrown in the way of the collection of the rents 
we have paid over to the King’s Hospital, at Oxmantown, its proportion of the 
rents of this Estate. 

The Master of the endowed School of Midleton, in the County of Cork, which 
at no distant period had been the most flourishing school in the South of Ireland 
having recently resigned his office, and the patrons having selected as his suc- 
cessor 
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eossor a gentleman who had formerly held during its full period one of our Royal 
Scholarships, and who has since had considerable experience in teaching, wo fee^ 
justified in entertaining a strong hope that under his care the school will attain 
a high character, and will again furnish candidates for the prizes winch we 
founded in the University in connexion with this endowment; ami we have 
decided on expending on the premises such a sum as shall be reported to be 
sufficient to put them in thorough substantial repair. 

In consequence of the very active superintendence of the Trustees of Tally vie 
School, the entire Endowment has recently been made much more valuable than 
hitherto to the classes for whom it was founded. 



The School of Eyrecourt, though one of very small Endowment, shows evident 
signs of improvement. 



As no material change has since our last Report taken place in the condition 
of the other Schools of Private Foundation, we do not feel called upon to bring 
them specially under the notice of your Excellency. 

In reference to the Diocesan Schools, we beg to report to your Excellency that, 
in consequence of strong representations made to us, wo have executed War- 
rants under seal disuniting the Diocesan Schools of Cashel and Emly, ami of 
Waterford and LismOre, and have consolidated these four Diocesan Schools into 
a District Diocesan School, to be held at Waterford ; and wo have also by 'War- 
rant disunited the Diocesan Schools of Clonfert and Kilmacduagh, and have 
consolidated them with the Diocesan School of Elphin, to be held as a District 
Diocesan School at Sligo. 



We regret, however, to state that the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, in whom 
the Temporalities of the Diocese of Elphin have by Jaw become vested, have not 
felt themselves justified in granting to the Master of the District Diocesan 
School at Sligo the benefit of the Endowment heretofore enjoyed by tbe Master 
of the Elphin Diocesan School. With the above exceptions, no important change 
has taken place within the last year in the condition of the Diocesan Schools 
generally. But we beg to call your Excellency’s attention to the very unsatisfac- 
tory stale of the laws affecting the Diocesan Schools of Ireland, so frequently 
adverted to in our Annual Reports.
